Experimenta Recently Made by Mill- 
tary Authorities Prove a Great 
Success.

The park department made a mistake three or four 
yeers ago in butchering a fine-grove of shade trees 
on one corner of Westlake. The barren, sun-blis- 
tered region around the band-stand has forbidden 
the enjoyment of summer concerts by thousands 
of people who otherwise would have gone.

HO IS A CRANK? 
The man who advances a novel theory and 
persistently exploits it is often dubbed a crank. 
If he be very radical, his associates may shake their 
heads, when talking of him, and hmt at an asy- 
lum. But the old spirit of intolerance of such 
people, however, is passing away, as it has fre- 
quently happened that progressive results have 
developed from the cranky ideas of such men. 
Their conceptions have become realities, and when 
it is too late they have been recognized as having 
been in advance of their generation. At the pres- 
ent time a great hue and cry is made against vivi- 
section, and the surgeons making such experi- 
ments are paraded as crue! and bloodthirsty and 
“cranky;” yet from their experiments upon the 
lower animals, as we must admit, has come know!l- 
edge of the utmost value in different operations 
upon men. Cruelty may be practiced by some of 
the surgeons in their experiments upon dogs, but 
not every experimenter is a brute; yet because of 
the inhumzenities of the few the whole practice is 
popularly denounced, and outside of the medical 
profession it finds few defenders. | 
The other day a “cranky” young man, who was 
bitterly grieved at the loss of his wife by tubercu- 
losis, dedicated his own body to medical research, 
had himself. inoculated with tubercle germs, and 
cheerfully awaits any experiments the doctors may , 
wish to make to determine the curative properties | 
of any treatment known or suspected. 

Prom Chicago comes the announcement that a 
young English physician, who has fallen under the 
scourge of the white plague, proposes to experi- 
ment upon himself with the poison of anthrax, a 
malignant disease found among brutes and occa- 
sionally in man. He has received encouragement 
from his practice upon mice which have thereby 
been rendered: immune from attacks of the dis- 
ease. Popularly he is called a crank. 


The list of persons of this class who have beg- 
gared themselves or ruined their health in seeking 
the development of ideas only crudely held in 
their minds, might be immeasurably lengthened 
were it necessary. Such men may be found in 
every profession or industry. They are called 
fools for sactificing their time, their money and 
their health in the pursuit of an idea deemed in- 
adequate by their fellow-men. The ravages of 
smallpox, of diphtheria and other diseases have 
been restrained by the experiments of men who 
have been called cranks.

OVERNMENT FINANCE. 
It is a startling fact that the deficit which 

the treasury faces for the fiscal year soon to end 
is the largest, with the exception of 1899, sinc€ the 
Civil War closed in 186s. 

The Wall Street Journal publishes a table of 
government incomes and expenditures for ten 
yeats, 1899 to 1908. The tétal receipts in that 
decade were §$6,363,603,.206, and the total expendi- 
tures $6,622300814,/ leaving a gross surplus of 
$240,792,302, or an average surplus of $24,079,299 
per year. 

The years 1898, 1899, 1904 and 1905 show deficits. 
These amounted to nearly $90,000,000 in 1899, and 
the total deficits for these four years amoanted to 
over eg All the other years show a sur- 
plus amounting fo over $91,000,000 'in 1902, and to 

in 1906, these being the éxtremes. For 
the eight fat years the surplus in all was nearly 
$41 3,000,000, or over $51,000,000 a year. 
_ The slump from a surplus of over $84,000,000 
last year to a deficit of perhaps $73,000,000 this 
year, or nearly $160900,000 from the crest of the 
wave in the fat year to the trough of the wave 
this yéar, is very impressive “indeed. ere is 
pretty sure to be a continued deficit for perhaps a 
year. Until good times return and money comes 
easy there will be little nnporting of foreign 
uries. In any case, importations will be from 
hand-to-mouth until after the revision of the tariff 
is accomplished. The internal revenge will be 
curtailed so long as the prohibition wave. runs 
high, and the troubles in the southern tobacco 
section last. 
The Congress which has just adjourned passed 
a general appropriation bill which will keep ex- 
penditures at a high record point. 
Tariff revision is not to be undertaken until 
after the next Congress is organized in March, 
1909. By that date the treasury will likely be on 
the bedrock and at its wit’s end to find funds to 
meet expenses. This condition will influence 
greatly the views of those who revise the tariff. 
After the new schedules. go into force, unless there 
is acute business depression, import business will 
be brisk and the revenues large. If there should 
be generally lower duties imposed, it would tend 
to increase imports and aid the treasury. But this 
would be at the expense of selling less home-made 
products.

“I am awful hungry and want 
back home,” wrote one boy. 
other boys are in bad shape because 
they can get nothing to eat. I am for- 
tunate in having made friends with a 
cook in one of the grub tents and he 
manages to let me have a little some- 
thing to eat once in a while.” 
CONDITIONS IN VALLEY. 
“I have received complaints from 
scores of boys in the valley.” said H. 
Cc. Quick, yesterday. “Many of them 
complained that Phelan had guaran- 
teed them work and that they had his 
receipts. I told them to return to Los 
Angeles and file their complaints. I 
understand from reports from Im 
rial that the country is crowded with 
men and boys who are unable to se- 
cure work, who have no money with 
which to return to Les Angeles and 
who cannot be fed. I intend to prose- 
cute these cases to the limit. Most of 
the victims are school boys who hoped 
to make a little money to buy books 
and. clothes. In only a very few in- 
stances has the work been provided 
as promised.” 
F. L.. Tyler, a cattleman of Imperial 
Valley. who arrived in Los Angeles 
yesterday, told a vivid story of the 
conditions. “Men and boys are aimost 
starving.” said Tyler. “Many are 
getting along with a small meal a day 
and some are compelled to go several 
days with only a cantalou and «4 
piece of stale bread. Peo in Los 
Angeles have no idea of the situation 
there and yet these boys keep troop- 
ing southward, lured by the offers of 
local employment agencies. 

“In Brawley, @ man, his aged 
father, hie wife and four children. 
were compelled to sleep in a hay stack. 
They had a guarantee slip from an 
employment agency but could not 
work. They had nothing to eat 
two days and were in a pitiable con- 
dition when -several cattlemen con- 
tributed enough to ship the destitute 
family back to Los Angeles. 

“T have seen a dosen or more half- 
famished boys go into a potato field 
and steal a hatful of potatoes. These 
they boiled and ate. One little fellow 
told me he had had nothing to eat but 
boiled potatoes for three days. 

“I¢ will be about a week before the 
cantaloupes are in shape to pick and 
then some of the men and boys will 
receive work, but the greater number 
will be disappointed.”

COUNCIL CAPITULATES. 

The new City Council, which for five 
months has been sailing along in 
placid waters, had !ts first experience 
of rough weather this afternoon, when 
it met to consider the protests of 100 
anary citizens against an assessment 
leviea on their property for a storm 
sewer.

“Ginger” Williamson, Just Dead at the 

- Soldiers’ Home, Saw Twenty-one 

Years’ Continuous Service. 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, June 11.—James 
Williamson, generally known:as “Gin- 
ger,” died yesterday of heart disease, 
due to alcoholism.

Congress Amends Law by Includ- 
ing Les Angeles District in General 
Provisions of Homestead. Act—All 
Selections Must Be Shown to Be 
Agricultural. 

Information that will bring joy ™ 
many poor men in Southern Califor- 
nia was officially received yesterday br 
Gen. Frank Prescott, register of the 
Land Office, for it means that any one 
can now file a homestead on land in- 
cluded within any forest reserve in 
thie section. 

Heretofore this district has heen the 
only one in the entire country in which 
homestead entries could not be made on 
public land that happened to be in the 
forest reserve. 

Many campers, hunters and tourists 
who travel over the mountains an4 
Valleys of Southern California, often 
come across green and pleasant mea- 
dows, peaceful spots susceptible of cul-

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ORE SHADE TREES, NOT FEWER. 

The Times believes that a vast majority of 
the men and women of Los, Angeles, possessed 
of a particle of civic interest, are of the opinion— 
when in their right minds or not under the influ- 
ence of an opiate—that our city needs more shade 
trees, rather than fewer. ; 

For years this journal and several of our civic" 
organizations have waged a campaign to promote 
tree planting and to prevent the ruthless cutting 
down of trees already grown in order to save a* 
few feet of cement or to preserve in rigidity a 
street line that might easily be altered. 

In spite of it all, the slaughter of shade trees 
has gone on; hundreds of beautiful peppers and 
miles of eucalypti haye been sacrificed to a bar- 

misconception of civic beauty, which és- 
teems pavement and paint and the works of mag 
sbove the creations of God. This savagery has 
been carried to a shocking extent, although the 
City Forester has done much, in the past year, to 
put a stop to it. 

The latest shock for tree lovers is found in the 
proposition made to the Park Commission Wednes- 
day by that enthusiastic officer, Superintendent 
Morley, to grub up the old shade trees in beatti- 
ful Westlake Park and replace them with all sorts 
of palms and tropical verdure, in furtherance of 
his plan to individualize each of our public parks 
and devote it to some particular class of showy 
vegetation. This is the worst yet. To uproot the 
great trees that have required years and years 
for their growth, whose shade has caused 

8 and thousands of pilgrims to sit down 
and call them blessed, and to begin the long and 
arduous work of clothing. Westlake Park with 
green all over again, in the end to have a sun- 
beaten and almost shadeless resort—for a palm is 
not @ good tree to walk under, as everybody 
knows! | 

We repeat that the great need of this sun-kissed 
city is of shade trees, not merely trees, but shade 
trees. All eastern visitors, especially those who 
come here in summer, wonder that all the prin- 
cipal residence streets, in a land where trees grow 
80 fast and so luxuriantly, are not tree-embow- 
ered, so that the pedestrian may enjoy a walk in 
the hottest day in comfort. And The Times re- 
joices that in the newer tracts the promoters have 
takes pains to set out the proper shade trees with 
this object in view. 

. But to grub out large and stately park trees, in 
whose development the city has spent thousands 
of dollars and twenty years of time, this would 
be a shameful abuse, and is not to be favorably 
thought of for a moment. We think the Park 
Commission will probably hear from the club 
women and the men's civic bodies on this sub- 


The park superintendent's purposes are sincere, 
and, no doubt, his intent is good; but his is not a 
well-considered plan. There is a better one. Each 
of our parks should show a variety of growth, in- 
stead of being confined to one feature. The vis- 
itor should be able to see at any one of our parks 
a complete exposition of the possibilities of our 
soil and climate, as to trees and flowers, instead of 
being obliged to make the rounds of all the parks 
to get this information. And, above all, the vis- 
itor should be impressed with the fact that this is 
a land of grateful shade, as well as of blessed sun. 

More shade trees, not fewer! That is the slogan. 
The park department made a mistake three or four 
years ago in butchering a fine rove of shade trees 
on one corner of ‘Westlake. The barren, sun-blis- 
tered region around the band-stand has forbidden 
the enjoyment of summer concerts by thousands 
of people who otherwise would have gone And 


now one of the park authorities would make the | 
park almost shadeless for years, while his hobby — 


trees (that never may trees) are 


a-growing. Heaven forbid! 

The Times has long wished that the people of 
this city would awaken to the value (financial, as 
well as esthetic.) of tree planting and tree saving. 
Perhaps this latest onslaught on nature’s noblest 
will arouse them. The park superintendent can

HO IS A CRANK? 

The man who advances a novel theory and 
persistently exploits it is often dubbed a crank. 
If he be very radical, his associates may shake their 
heads, when talking of him, and hint at an asy- 
jum. But the old spirit of intolerance of , such 
people, however, is passing away, a» it has fre- 
quently happened that progressive results have 
developed from the cranky ideas of such men. 
Their conceptions have become realities, and when 
it is too late they have been recognized as having 
been in advance of their generation. At the pres- 
ent time a great hue and cry is made against vivi- 
section, and the surgeons making such experi- 
ments are paraded as cruel and bloodthirsty and 
“cranky;” yet from their experiments upon the 
lower animals, as we must admit, has come knowl- 
edge of the utmost value in different operations 
upon men. Cruelty may be practiced by some of 
the surgeons in their experiments upon dogs, but 
not every experimenter is a brute; yet because of 
the inhumcnities of the few the whole practice is 
popularly denounced, and outside of the medical 
profession it finds few defenders. 

The other day a “cranky” young man, who was 
bitterly grieved at the loss of his wife by tubercu- 
losis, dedicated his own body to medical research, 
had himself inoculated with tubercle germs, and 
cheerfully awaits any experiments the doctors may 
wish to make to determine the curative properties 
of any treatment known or suspected. 

From Chicago comes the announcement that a 
young English physician, who has fallen under the 
scourge of the white plague, proposes to experi- 
ment upon himself with the poison of anthrax, a 
malignant disease found among brutes and occa- 
sionally in man. He has received encouragement 
from his practice upon mice which have thereby 
been rendered immune from attacks of the dis- 
Popularly he is called a crank. 


The list of persons of this class who have beg- 
gared themselves or ruined their health in seeking 
the development of ideas only crudely held in 
their minds, might be immeasurably lengthened 
were it necessary. Such men may be found in 
every profession or industry. They are called 
fools for sacrificing their time, their money and 
their health in the pursuit of an idea deemed in- 
adequate by their fellow-men. The ravages of 
smallpox, of diphtheria and other diseases have 
been restrained hy the experiments of men who 
have been called cranks. The aeroplane crank 
seems to be coming into his own. The electrical 
crank, besides giving us the telegraph and tele- 
phone, is now removing the connecting wires and 
giving us reliable communication bétween distant 
points by using atmospheric electrical currents. 
The heat of the sun is being turned into power, 
and the waves of the sea are being harnessed and 
utilized for the benefit of men. 

The inventor would not exist were he not pos- 
sessed of an imagination that enables him to see 
in things around him the opportunity for improve- 
ment, the extension of utilities, combinations that 
have never been made, and which are only accom- 
plished by years of study and expensive experi- 
ments. If they fail, they are simply cranks; if 
they succeed, no honor is too good for them. 
The last half-century has been one of remarkable

The crank needs to’ be borne with, unless he is 
too obstreperous, as he may be ahead of his times. 
Some of his kind have proved stimulators of 
thought, inventors of appliances or processes of 
great merit.

Not the crank himself, at all events. And, as a 
matter of fact, any man of very extreme views 
is open to the suspicion of being more or less 
cranky. So, we reckon, we all must needs be 
patient with ourselvés.

These indignities are, of course, pre- 
liminary to an imprisonment of which we need not 
doubt the rigor. 

There is a curiohs resemblance between the 
crime of Lieut. Ullmo and that of which Dreyfus 
was unjustly acensed. Indeed, the only point of 
difference is that Ullmo admits his guilt, while 
Dreyfus asserted his mnocence to the last. The 
unfortunate heutenant ts charged with attempting 
to sell to the Germans the plans of the defenses of 
| Toulon, and the only point that he can urgé in his 
favor is that the sale was never effected and «hat 
detection intérvened before his abominable offense 
could be consummated. “Low as I have sunk,” he 
says, “now that I am wearing my uniform per- 
haps for the last time, I déclare that I never really 
delivered any documénts vitally affecting the na- 
tional defense.” It is a miserable palliation of a 
sordid betrayal, and hardly mitigates the disgust 
which such treachery must inspire. 

Curiously enough, the case of Lieut. Ullmo has 
aroused hardly the slightest attention in France, 
Some few of the anti-Semitic organs have scized 
‘upon the fact that the offender is a Jew to aim a 
belated blow at Dreyfus, but for the most part an 
incident that bears such strange resemblances to 
the terrible “affaire” has been allowed to pass 
without comment. The. court-martial, it is true, 
avoided some of the illegalities that were so mon- 
strous and so un in the Dreyfus case. 
Something, at least, has been learned. A civilian 
clement was introduced on the bench, and a 
measure of publicity was given to the proceedings, 
but it is noteworthy that the law of courts-martial 
in France has been in no way amended, nor have 
there been any suggestions to that effect, even 
by the politicians who raised themselves to place 
and power by their clamorous adoption of a win- 
ning cause. The Dreyfus affair, with all its hor- 
rors, might be repeated tomorrow, so far ag a 
change in law or practice is concerned. The ac- 


tual ceremony of degradation may, of course, 
awaken a public interest that now seems to be 


dead of sheer weariness. 

But if public opinion on such matters is to be 
aroused at all, it ought to take a wider scope than 
the fate of a single malefactor. It ought to be 
directed to the spy system, as it prevails more or 
less throughout the whole of Europe, and espe- 
cially in Germany and France.
